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The "Costs of Library Service" is Chapter 12 in the book Teaching with 
Books by Dre Branscomb published in 190. It is reprinted in condensed form 
here to point out the hich cost of library operations. Since this book was pub- 
lished library costs have increased 60% to 100%. In keeping with these costs 
library budgets everywhere have also been increased. However, the demands and 
needs of faculty for current and research materials, and the growing output of 
scientific publications necessary in the educative process, becomes increasingly 
cumulativee The need for larger library staffs to process and service this ma- 
terial also grows apace as Dr. Branscomb so convincingly shows, All university 
libraries are confronted with this situation, All of them try hard to stretch 
the budget dollar in the interests of the groups served. Here at Idaho the Li- 
brary will strive to keep operating costs at the lowest possible minimum consist- 
ent with satisfactory service to the Faculty and its interests, 


A creat deal has been written and many estimates, studies and recomnenda= 
tions have been made of what a college should spend on its library. The only 
basis for determining what the library budget should be is a calculation of the 
actual cost involved in providing effective library support for the educational 
program of the institution. This is far more satisfactory than any arbitrary 
standard. In preparing a budget based upon such a calculation, the librarian — 
has no occasion to feel hesitant or any obligation to be modest in his demands. 
He is responsible for the reading aspects of the college prorram, an obligation 
so vital and comprehensive as to call for no apology in the effort to see that 
it is adequately done. If the librarian can show a real service to the cause of 
education which the library could perform if funds were only available, he has 
an obligation to state thise He probably will receive a welcome hearing. He 
may not get the money, but such a recommendation is quite likely to bear fruit 
in subsequent years. Nine tenths of the college presidents would }2 .:ateful for 
such requests, for sound ideas as to how the job of education can be done tce'tex 
are rare things even in the college world, 


As libraries have grow in size the cost of their administration has tended 
to increase in geometrical rather than arithmetical proportion. A library ad 
ding regularly 20,000 volumes per year to its book collection will from time to 
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time need additional help even though the size of the student body served re= 
mains stable. As the catalog gets larger each filing or checking operation 
proceeds more slowly, and as the book collection gets larger, every inventory 
pecomes more of an undertaking. The technical processes, in other words, grad= 
ually assume a larger and larger share of the total library budget. New librar- 
ies usually devote more than 50 percent of their funds to book purvoses. Older 
libraries in nearly every case require more than half their funds for their op= 
eration. This steady increase in the proportion of the funds which must be de= 
yotel to the technical side of the library has, naturally enough, made many ad-= 
ministrators hesitant and uncertain as to increases of this character. Are 

these additional costs necessary? they inevitably ask. While requests for in» 
creases, the immediate educational value of which is apparent, usually will be 
given an attentive and careful hearins, increases for routine and technical pure 
poses are harder to put across. Every librarian is faailiar with this facte 
Witness the greater difficulty in getting appropriations for staff increases in 
comparison with increases in the book fundse 


How much does it cost to put a book on the shelves ready for use? In recent 
years three or four important studies of this question have been made which are 
in general agreement, 


le In 1929-30 careful records were kept in the Library of the University 
of California of the cost of cataloging 16,650 titles, being half a year's worke 
The average cost of labor and supplies was 65.5 cents per titlee Inclusion of 
the book pocket, accessioning, and marking the book added 7.1 cents per title, 
bringing the total to 72,5 cents per title. 


2e In the Library Journal, LI (1926), lhoff,, Mr. Windsor reported that the 
cost of cataloving the University of Illinois books "might be estimated at an av-= 
erage of 77 cents rer volume." He gave firpures for 5 unnamed libraries covering 
a period of 3 years, the average of the 5 being 70 cents ver volumes 


3. Mr. Fremont Rider, librarian of Wesleyan University, found that to cat- 
alor 2 book = his firures were based on 1,61 volumes = costs 70 cents per vole 
ume for labor. The addition of supplies, miscellaneous overhead and estimated 
rental costs of building and equipment raises this to 92 cents per volume. In 
addition, the cost of accessioning, including in the term platinr, addition of 
book pocket and all markings, cost 13 cents ver volume for direct labor, or 19 
cents with the addition of supplies and overhcad and rental. costs. Thus the cost 
of putting a volume on the shelves ready for use, cost in this library, 83 cents 
for labor and $1.11 including supplies, estimated costs of ecuinment, rental on 
building and miscellaneous overhcade 


These studies are in substantial arpreement. For purposes of comparison and 
also because building costs are not included in most annual budgets, we may per= 
haps ignore for the present Mr. Rider's more inclusive figures. Confining at- 
tention thus to labor costs only, one notes the three firures, 72 cents, 77 cents 
and 83 cents. It thus apvears that a fipure of about 75 cents per volume is the 
cataloging labor cost of libraries buying books of a scholarly character. At 
least one library is knorvm in which an insurance company has agreed to pay on 

all books covered by its policy an additional 70 cents per volume for the values 
added to it by cataloging. 


It may be because these fisures are more or less familiar that they do not 
Seem excessive. Unfortunately, however, such an average figure as is reached 

in these studies does not fully indicate the facts in the case. It needs to be 
supplemented by a further analysis of the cost of handling the different types 
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of materials which are involved in these averages. 


Such an analysis as this has been made by Mr. Robert A, liiller who pre- 
pared in 1936 as a doctoral dissertation in the Graduate School of Library Ser- 
vice in the University of Chicago a cost analysis of a test library. 


For purposes of simplicity and clarity the study was confined to labor costs 
onlye The fact that the average cataloging cost of this test library was 77 cents 
per volume, virttially the same average fisure yielded by the other studies of 
cataloging costs, would seom to indicate that a detailcd analysis of the factors 
hich go to make up this average would be applicable to other libraries as well. 
Ur. Miller's dissertation contains many detailed studies of the clements entering 
into the costs of library operation. Costs are presented in tio forms, direct 
cataloging labor costs and total labor costs, the latter including certain indi- 
rect charges, accessioning, preparing, marking, filing and revision of cards, co= 
operative catalogins, withdrawal of books, replacing old cards, removal and cor- 
recting of temporary cards, Library of Congress card work, a number of miscella- 
neous activities and administrative overhead, in other words, all the activities 
waich the cataloging department carries on in connection with its works 


The significant thing to note is the cost of cataloging a new book, While 
the average of all books is only 77 cents, this is because so many volumes are 
handled which have alrcady been cataloged in part, such as new cditions, dupli- 
cate copies, serials and the like. The basic cost, that of making a now title 
ready for use once it has rcached the library, was in this test library $1.90. 
On a per volume rather than per title basis this was reduced to 1.385. It is 
to be noted further that these are labor costs onlye 


Mr. Miller also analyzed the cost of ordering books. He found the direct 
labor cost of preliminary activities, checking titles, bibliographical prepara= 
tion, ordering, receiving, and the bookkeening work to be 35.8 cents per title. 
This comnares with 20 cents per volume in Ur. Rider's analysis at Wesleyan. 


According to tho most carefully secured data available, the cost of placing 
anew title on the shelves once it has been sccured, is )1.90 for labor costs 
alone, To this must be added the cost of supplics and equipment, as ‘rcll as that 
of heatin-, lights, janitor service, and other fixed costs of operation. The 
total cost o2 making a new book availab’c for use, once it has been acquired,’in 
libraries of 200,000volumes and more, disrcsgardinzs building and janitor costs, 
scems to be about $2 per title. This expense is not duc to waste or inefficiency. 
lir. itiller's analysis of the details entcring into these charges reveals that the 
total cost was duc to the great number of different processes which enter into 
acquisition and cataloring. The total costs are duc, in other words, to the fact 
that our mechanisms and processes have become more and more claboratce 


With processing costs this treat, book sclection, except in the more obvious 
Cases, bccomes an extremcly difficult matter. Gifts must be scrutinized with the 
greatest of care. One bevins to have difficulty in justifying the addition of 
volumes unless one is sure that they will be used. To insist too strongly on 
assured use, however, tends tovard a limitation of the book collection to requir- 
ed readings and defeats the effort to encourage individual inouiry and investiga- 
tions 


LIBRARY SERVICE COSTS 


Acting on the suggestion of the Librarian, and in connection with a special 
classroom project last December, Edith Catherine Stough, on the staff of the Li- 
brary part time, undertook a survey of the unit costs of circulating books and 
periodicals to faculty and students for the college year September, 1948 through 
May, 1949. The data used were the statistical records of the Loan and Periodical 
departments and included service costs = both irregular student help and profes’ 
sional library salaries. In computing unit costs, the original processing costs, 
supply costs and general overhead costs such as heat, light and janitorial ser- 
vice, were excluded for various reasons. The chief purpose of the study was to 
ascertain the unit costs of loaning a library book, or put another way, the ser= 


vice cost per book loaned. 


The statistics show that each book or periodical loaned across the desk, 
whether used inside or outside the Library, involves a service cost of nearly 
five cents per periodical. As unit loan costs are not available for other insti- 
tutions, the Library has no comparative yardstick by which to measure central 
tendencye These costs are, in the opinion of the Library, not excessive in the 
light of total operating costs for libraries today. Certainly as another article 
in this issue points up the high cost of book processing, service loan costs it 


would appear, are relatively quite satisfactory. 


The summary tables below, taken from Miss Stough's survey, are self-explan- 
atory and require no interpretation. The Library wishes to express its sincere 
appreciation to Miss Stough for undertaking the survey.

For the information of the Facult;, the Library has two basic printed cata-= 
logs of books which are essential to faculty members in the compilation of bib- 
liographies, for reference and research, These catalogs described below are 
available to faculty and graduate students at all times in the Catalog oom of 


the Library - Ad. 115, 


1, Library of Congress Catalog of Printed Cards 


This catalog reperduces in facsimile a complete set of the printed cata- 
log cards issued by the Library of Congress from the beginning of the ser- 
ies in August, 1898 through July 31, 1942. It includes all books cataloged 
during that period, as well as many previously acquired and recataloged. 

They are filed by author entry and numerous cross references are included, 
The supplement to the Catalog includes cards issued from August 1, 192 
through Dec. 31, 1947. Thereafter the set is kept up to date by the Library 
of Congress Cumulative Catalog which is issued monthly. This catalog does 
not include the complete holdings of the Library of Congress, but contains 
about 44 million entvfes, including about 4 million supplied by contribut- 
ing libraries, It should be noted that while the copyright date of a book 
is a guide as to its location in the main set or the supplements, it is not 
an infallible guide, since the date of its cataloging and issue of cards by 
the Library of Congress is the determining factor, These cards give com- 
plete bibliographic information for most entries and the catalog is an in- 
valuable aid in rese2rch, 


Catalog of British Museum 


The Catalog of Printed Books of the Library of the British Museun, Great 
Britain's principal library, was printed between 1281 and 1900, and com- 
prises considerably over a hundred volumes. 


The books that were acquired by the British Museum during the twenty years 
of the preparation of the catalog are listed in the Supplement to the Britis! 
Museum Catalog, whigh includes printed books from all over the world, and 
Tiles 58 thick volumes. The University Library has acquired the American 


reprint of the Supplement. 


Essentially, the Supplement is an author catalog, similar to the Catalog 
of the Library of Congress, It has, however, more grouving of categories 


than the latter; publications of scientific and other academies, for example, 
are gathered under the heading, "Academies", 


The work is useful for checking titles, authors, dates, imprints, etc., 
of books published before 19°0, and especially, books published between 1781 
and 1900, Many cerlier books, however, acquired by the British WVuseum too 

late for entry in the main catelog, are to be found in the supplement.

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LIBRARY OBTAINS MICROCARD READER 


The University Library has recently obtained a Micro-Library Reader. This 


machine is used to read a micro=print copy of a work reproduced on a standard 
size 3 X 5 inch catalog card. Each card contains not only the usual bibliographic 


information = author, title, etc., but also in greatly reduced microprint the comp- 
lete text of the book (or pamphlet, thesis, monograph). An extensive work may re- 
quire several cards for its reproduction. Microcards are, in fact, a form of mic- 
ro=text on paper and not a form of mioor-text on filn. 


To read a c:rd in this microscopic form it is placed inside a specially de- 
signed microcard reader which magnifies the micro-print so that the tiny pages, 
about a quarter of an inch wide, cai; be easily read. 


The January 7th, 1950 printed issue of the Saturday Review of Literature, 
for example, appeared in a ll-pare format. The entire issue of this publication 
is reproduced on one and one quarter microcards, 3 X 5 inches, 


It is therefore obvious that microcards enormously reduce the bulk of their 
A small librsry collection, put into microcard form, can be filed in a 

single standard catalog drawer, The scholar can get the entire literature of 

his chosen subject field in a file case in his own study, At present only a limit- 
ed number of works are available on microcard, It should be only a matter of time 
until many more should become available - especially theses, documents, monographs 
and pamphlets of all kinds, also scarce, rare, or out-of-print items.
